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God's ‘Miniatens

(Sermon preached at the ordination service at the Northern California and Nevada District Council, June, 1942.) 


At the very beginning it ought to be 
stated that no man should think of enter- 
ing the Christian ministry unless he has 
the conviction that he is doing exactly 
what God wants him to do. Like the 
marriage relation, the man and his ministry 
should be severed only by the hand of 
death. This calling of God is not to be 
so lightly regarded that it can be entered 
upon and left again upon the spur of the 
moment; nor should the caprice of time 
and circumstance prevail to sidetrack 
God’s minister from this high and holy 
calling of the ministry of the gospel 


The church of Jesus Christ, purchased 
at such infinite cost, calls for the highest 
type of men for its leadership. A great 
institution calls for great men. The church 
of Christ is a great institution. It is or- 
dained of God. It is built by the Holy 
Ghost. The church, being what it is, must 
have men who are great in the sense of 
great spirituality, breadth of vision, men 
whose hearts have been enlarged by the 
love of God, men of great sympathies and 
broad understanding. The “small,” the 
“little,” and the “bigoted,” are terms which 
find no place in the vocabulary which is 
used to describe God’s ministers. 


Note the name that is given to these 
God-called men: “ministers of Jesus 
Christ;” ambassadors of the court of heav- 
en; representatives of the celestial city 
they are. And “no man taketh this honor 
unto himself.” The call of God to preach 
the gospel of Jesus Christ takes precedence 
over every other calling and over every 
other occupation. In order to meet the 
emergency of the present conflict we have 
seen the president of our country call men 
from their usual callings and place them 
in places of great responsibility. The good 
of our country and the necessity for able 
men in important places takes precedence 
over every other consideration. There is 
such a thing as a heavenly priority. When 
the great Charles G. Finney heard the 
call of God to the gospel ministry he was a 
partner in a law firm. In dissolving this 
partnership and winding up the affairs 
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of his office, he stated that the reason for 
so doing was that he had received a re- 
tainer to plead the cause of Jesus Christ. 


All else is secondary. The call of God 
and the will of God, which are synon- 
ymous, are primary. He who calls also com- 
missions, and His commissions are with- 
out repentance. It is not that we have cho- 
sen the Christian ministry as our field of 
endeavour, but rather, that He has chosen 
us. If He is Lord, and we profess Him to 
be such, then we are subject to Him and to 
His will for our lives. “Ours not to reason 
why, ours but to do and die.” The true 
minister does not question his sovereign’s 
will. He only faithfully carries out his 
orders. 

It has been pointed out that an office, 
including its rights and privileges as well 
as its limitations, is often determined by 
the character of the man or the men who 
first fill the office. One writer has stated 
that “the character of George Washing- 
ton determined the powers lodged in the 
presidency by the makers of the consti- 
tution. They interpreted the office in the 
terms of the man who sat before them.” 
This holds true in regard to the minister 
of the gospel. If a man is narrow and 
self-seeking it will often follow that the 
office of the minister as defined in the 
constitution and by-laws of the local as- 
sembly will be made to fit the man. Where- 
as the minister whose heart is enlarged, 
whose love is fervent and who is giving 
his life in faithful self-sacrifiing service 
will have little difficulty along these lines. 
Is should be pointed out that many great 
and good men must, upon entering upon 
a new field of service, pay the price of the 
indiscretions of their predecessors. It often 
takes many months and even years to re- 
store the confidence of the people in the 
minister if that confidence has been abused 
and betrayed. 

There are three characteristics among 
others that we expect in a minister of the 
gospel. In the first place we expect him 
to be a man who knows the truth. He 
is a steward of the Word of God. He 


is a man whose lips speak forth the mes- 


sage that God has poured into his own 
soul. We expect him to be a man of spir- 
itual understanding; a man who knows 
the contents of One Book thoroughly, and 
that Book is the Bible. When the late 
Wm. A. Sunday’s biography was pub- 
lished, the title of the book was,—“Billy 
Sunday,—the Man with a Message.” It 
is well that it was so, for verily he was 
such a man. But the question may be 
asked, is it not true that this should be 
said of every one of God’s ministers? in 
other words, what right has a man to be 
in the Christian ministry unless he does 
have a message? 


The man who is most likely to faith- 
fully fulfill his calling in the ministry 
is one who has the conviction that like 
Isaiah, Amos, Matthew, Peter, John, Paul, 
and Timothy he has received a heavenly 
command to preach the word of God. It 
seems to the writer that it is absolutely 
essential that there be this sense of divine 
calling and destiny in the soul; it helps 
one to weather the storms; it is a boon 
when one is “down,” and it buoys one 
up when the waves sweep over the soul. 
To know that God’s ministers are heaven- 
sent men gives an assurance that has no 
substitute. It is commensurate with the 
sense of the greatness of our calling and 
the ministry which has been entrusted to 
us. 


There is one qualification that outshines 
all others in importance. God’s preacher 
must be like his Lord. He must be a 
Christlike man. A man in the ministry 
without the spirit of Christ is out of place 
entirely. God’s minister must partake of 
the loving, serving spirit of his Lord if 
he would lead others to serve Him, fol- 
low Him, and be like Him. The “spoiled 
child” is out of place in this calling. The 
sulky man who presumes to lead others 
in the way is a denial and a contradiction 
of all that a Christian should be, let alone 
one who assumes the position of leadership 
to the flock of God. An unchristlike min-

Armor for Soldiers 

After a long and careful study of their 
own country’s military casualties, the sur- 
geons of the Royal Society of Medicine 
have advised the British army chiefs to ser- 
iously consider a return to the old stunt 
of wearing armor. 

The metal protection recommended for 
today’s British Tommies doesn’t look 
much like the “iron” outfits that the 
knights dressed up in, back in the Mid- 
dle Ages. But the idea is the same. 

The type of armor that modern fight- 
ing men may wear consists of plates to 
cover the chest and abdomen. The whole 
ensemble, which can be worn under the 
uniform, weighs only a couple of pounds. 

In field tests the modern armor has 
stopped point-blank revolver fire and has 
proved its ability to withstand shrapnel 
and bomb splinters. Other experiments 
have shown that a suit of armor weighing 
only 20 pounds can protect the wearer 
against rifle bullets. 

World’s Wealthiest 

Perhaps some have been thinking of 
American millionaires as the world’s 
wealthiest, fulfilling James 5:1-7. But 
we read that the maharajah of Mysore, 
India, died recently, leaving $400,000,000 
for his heirs to quarrel over. He was but 
56 years of age. The second-richest man 
in India, his income was more than $15,- 
000,000 a year. The richest man in India, 
the Nizam of Hyderabad, is believed by 
many to be the richest man in the world, 
his annual income exceeding $30,000,000. 
Gospel to China 

The trucks that took the hairpin turns 
of the Burma Road last year bore religious 
as well as military ammunition. They car- 
ried to Chunking 5 tons of thinly printed 
complete Bibles, Testaments, and portions 
of Scripture. Mail sent inland from Chi- 
nese coastal cities brought 31 more tons 
of the sacred literature, including a New 
Testament so tiny it passed as letter pos- 
tage. 

China’s record hunger for the Holy 
Writ was described in the annual report of 
the American Bible Society, 126 years 
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old May 14. Now almost the only re- 
maining worldwide Bible distributor, the 
society during 1941 pledged “no Bible 
black-out” and gave out 8,096,977 volumes 
of Scripture—a ten-year peak. It either 
gave them away or sold them for as little 
as a penny. All this cost the A.B.S. $1,000- 
877.24., most of it donated by American 
benefactors. 


Seems Like Miracles 

In eight years the National Farm Chem- 
urgic Council has seen a lot accomplished 
by their own members and others. Some 
sound like miracles. There are auto bodies 
made of soybeans and straw, building 
material made of sawdust, felt hats from 
skim milk, clothes from grass, paper from 
cornstalks, yeast from wood paste, starch 
from potatoes, airplane bodies from ply- 
wood, varnish from corn, and flavoring 
matter from wood pulp. 

Sugar From Wood 

With sugar being rationed, due to the 
stoppage of imports from the Philippines, 
and other sources of supply now being 
blockaded, everybody naturally wishes that 
we at home could grow sugar on trees. 

Making sugar out of trees—or any 
kind of wood—very likely may be the way 
America finally decides to solve her war- 
time sugar shortage. 

But the miracle of modern chemistry 
is ready to step into the picture and help 
solve the sugar shortage, and turn tall 
beech, birch, hemlock, and maple trees 
into crystal-white sugar just as good as 
any that is now on the dinner table. 

Ten thousand acres of standing timber 
could supply the 1,000,000 tons of sugar 
that America won’t be getting from the 
Philippines this year. 

An acre of trees each year grows enough 
new wood to produce two tons of sugar. 
This is about 5 per cent more sugar than 
can be obtained from an acre of sugar cane 
or an acre of sugar beets in the same year. 

The United States has never made sug- 
ar out of wood because it has never had 
to do so. The commercial process used in 
Sweden, Switzerland, and Germany is 
fully known to American chemists. 


World’s Largest 
The “world’s largest office building” is 


the phrase being used to describe the War 


Department Building under construction 
in Arlington, Va. When finished, by No- 
vember, it is hoped the three-story struc- , 
ture will provide more office space than 
the 102 stories of the Empire State Build- 
ing. And a record will have been set in 


the completion of a three-year’s project | 


in little more than a year. 
The pentagonal building will provide 


offices for 20,000 to 25,000 workers. +| 


In the basement of the super-structure 
the cafeteria will seat 5,000 at a time, not 
including those to be taken care of in 
three special dining rooms for officers, 
messengers, and cafeteria employees. To- 


tal cost of the project is expected to pass — 


$31,000,000.

(Conclusion of Srupy XXIII) 


_ 5. Mark the insane delusion by which 
the minds of men will be blinded in these 
awful days which are ahead. “And they 
worshipped the dragon,” ie. the devil, 
“which gave power unto the beast, and 
‘they worshipped the beast,” who at this 
time will be indwelt by Satan, “saying, 
Who is like unto the beast? who is able 
to make war with him?” This will be at 
the middle of the week. The Two Wit- 
nesses who will have successfully resisted 
all efforts to put an end to their testimony 
up until this time will have been warred 
against and slain. The beast will have 
done what no other person had been able 
to do. This will prompt men to say, “Who 
is able to make war with him?” 

6. Note the summons in verse nine. “If 
any man have an ear to hear, let him 
hear.” Particular attention ought to be 
paid to these words. They are intended 
especially for those of us who are living 
in these days when the fulfillment of this 
prophecy is at hand. Strange that so many 
give such little attention to the book of 
Revelation. Seven times in chapters two 
and three do we find the words, “He that 
hath an ear, let him hear what the Spirit 
saith unto the churches.” It is important 
that each of us have an ear, but many who 
have ears to hear fail to hear. To hear in 
the sense in which we are exhorted to hear 
is to heed. Particular attention, therefore, 
should be given to this chapter. There is 
an important message here for us. 

7. Verse ten should be interpreted in the 
light of Jer. 15:2 and 43:11. God had 
decreed in the days of Jeremiah that some 
were to die by means of pestilence, some by 
the sword, some were to perish in the 
famine, and some were to be carried away 
into captivity. Zedekiah who was then 
reigning was to be the last of the kings 
of the house of David to reign in Jerusa- 
lem before the setting up of that kingdom 
which, in the last days, is to fill the whole 
earth. (Dan. 2:35, 44.) Ezekiel, acting 
as the mouthpiece of God and prophesy- 
ing in Babylon while Jeremiah was proph- 
esying in Jerusalem, said, “I will overturn, 
overturn, overturn, it,” namely, the throne 
of David then occupied by Zedekiah, “and 


it shall be no more until He come whose

right it is; and I will give it Him.” (Ezek. 
21:27.) The patience of God with His 
stubborn and rebellious people had become 
exhausted. The Chaldeans had surrounded 
Jerusalem, and God through His prophet 
made known what the divine purpose was. 
Some had been appointed to die in the 
pestilence, some by the sword, and some 
by the famine; and some, God had de- 
creed, should be carried away into cap- 
tivity. And what God has decreed shall 
take place, must necessarily take place. 
This appears to be the meaning here in 
verse ten. So certain will these judgments 
at the time of the end be that none of the 
guilty upon whom they are to fall will be 
able to escape; and the saints will require 
much patience; otherwise they too will fail 
and fall. And by the saints I understand 
the faith remnant, those that “keep the 
commandments of God and have the tes- 
timony of Jesus Christ.” The church 
saints will not be on the earth at the time 
here spoken of; hence the reference must 
be to the Jewish saints, or, possibly, to the 
tribulation saints concerning whom we 
read in 6:9, in 7:14, and in 20:4. Some 
of these will doubtless not yet have per- 
ished. 
Stupy XXIV 


The Antichrist and the False Prophet, 
or, the Beast out of the Sea and the Beast 
out of the Earth. Chapter 13. 


Part Two 

The two beasts of this chapter, the 
beast out of the sea and the beast out 
of the earth, are vitally connected with 
each other. They no not appear in the 
vision simultaneously; the beast out of 
the sea appears first and is followed by 
the beast out of the earth. But at the time 
of the end it will appear as the comple- 
ment of the Antichrist very soon after 
the Antichrist shall have been manifested 
in his capacity as “beast.” 

Political power and ecclesiastical power 
are to be vested in the civil government 
at the time of the end, and that govern- 
ment is to be under the control of one 
man, a dictator. He will doubtless ap- 
point the man who will be the ecclesiastical 
head of the religious system; and the two 
will work together in the closest harmony. 


There is no intimation anywhere that there 
will be any disagreement between them; 
on the other hand it appears that they 
will continue their fellowship of iniquity 
until the very end. They will be found 
together when the Lord shall come in 
glory at the end of the tribulation period, 
and at the battle of Armageddon they 
will both be taken and “cast alive into 
a lake of fire burning with brimstone.” 
(19:20) 

Having considered the Antichrist, or, 
the Beast out of the sea let us consider— 

II. The False Prophet, or, the Beast out 
of the Earth. 

It seems clear to my mind that Paul, 
as well as John, had a revelation, not only 
of Antichrist but also of the False Pro- 
phet. Both the Antichrist and the False 
Prophet appear to be the subject of the 
II Thess. 2:1-12. Dr. W. E. Bullinger so 
believes, and he has given us the following 
outline which sets forth the structure of 
the passage in such a way as to make it 
quite evident that he is right: 

I. The Exhortation not to believe what 
the Apostle did not say, and the reason 
given (1-4). The exhortation is found in 
the first three verses, ending with the first 
clause in verse three. The reason for the 
exhortation follows: 

1. The Apostasy. Open. “For that day 
shall not come except there come a falling 
away first.” 

2. The Man of Sin. “And that man of 
sin be revealed, the son of perdition.” 

3. The Character of his acts. “Who 
opposeth and exalteth himself above all 
that is called God, or that is worshipped: 
so that he as God sitteth in the temple 
of God, showing himself that he is God.” 

II. The Exhortation to believe what 
the Apostle did say, and the reason given 
(5:12). The exhortation is found in ver- 
ses five and six. The reason follows: 

1. The Mystery. Secret. “For the mys- 
tery of iniquity doth already work: only 
he who now letteth will let, until he be 
taken out of the way. 

2. The Lawless One. “And then shall 
that Wicked be revealed, whom the 
Lord shall consume with the spirit of His

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Looking Unto Gesur

(Sermon preached at the St. Helena Camp Meeting.) 


In Hebrews 12:2 we read “Looking 
unto Jesus, the author and finisher of 
our faith; who for the joy that was set 
before him, endured the cross, despising 
the shame, and is set down at the right 
hand of the throne of God.” 

Looking unto Jesus changes you. The 
Scripture says, “And I, if I be lifted up 
from the earth, will draw all men unto 
me.” The exaltation of Jesus Christ is 
the drawing power. It has changed men 
through the ages. While Paul was travel- 
ing the road to Damascus to cast into 
prison the saints of the living God, and 
had letters of authority from the rulers 
to so do, he was stricken down in the 
middle of the road. He heard a voice from 
heaven saying unto him, “Saul, Saul, why 
persecutest thou me?” 

Saul questioned, “Who is it, Lord?” 
and the answer came, “I am Jesus of 
Nazareth, whom thou persecutest.” Saul 
caught a vision of the Lord, and he was 
changed from that day forth. He became 
the Apostle Paul—the outstanding char- 
acter of the. New Testament. There is 
something about looking to Jesus that 
makes you different. 

A woman once entered the office of a 
young man who was quite ungodly. She 
noticed the obscene pictures hanging upon 
the wall, and that the tenor of his con- 
versation was extremely worldly. She was 
so impressed that she wrapped up a copy 
of that beautiful painting by Hoffman, 
Christ in the Garden, and sent it to him.

Later 
he, himself, told how that after constantly 
looking at the picture he one day dropped 
upon his knees by his desk and accepted 
Christ. as his personal Saviour.

It is said, “like begets 
like.” The old controversial subject of 
which is stronger,—heredity or environ- 
“ment, is ever before us; but I am bound 
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to think environment has the stronger 
force. A certain judge made the statement 
not long ago that out of 4,000 young men 
under twenty-one years of age whom he 
had sentenced, only three were regular at- 
tendants at Sunday School. The Scripture 
corroborates this statement: “Train up a 
child in the way he shall go, and when 
he is old, he will not depart from it.”

We hereby assure our President and his 
cabinet that we are praying for him and 
for all who are in authority in these cru- 
cial times, that God will give them grace 
and wisdom, and that the ship of state 
may be so guided that rocks and shoals 
shall be avoided and a peaceful harbor 
safely reached in the shortest possible 
time. We express our conviction that to 
this end the sale of intoxicating liquors 
should be prohibited or curbed in all stra- 
tegic sections for the duration, and we 
solicit the support of the President on be- 
half of such suitable measures. We also 
request the President to set apart a day 
of fasting and prayer that God may bring 
this fratricidal conflict to a speedy termina- 
tion by granting victory to the United 
Nations.

AT THE DISTRICT COUNCIL : 


The 24th annual session of the District 
Council opened in the new Council Build- 
ing on the campground with District Sup- 
erintendent R. J. Thurmond presiding. 
The comforts of the new building were 
greatly appreciated. It was filled with 
the ministers and delegates. When the 
roster was closed on Thursday morning 
there was registered a voting constituency 
of 236. This number included 117 or- 
dained ministers, 62 licentiates, 3 exhort- 
ers, 2 missionaries, and 52 delegates. The 
Lord’s blessing was on the meetings. Dis- 
cussions that expressed a difference of 
opinion were engaged in, of course, but 
a unity of the spirit sustained throughout. 

The proposed amendment which would 
provide for an Assistant Superintendent 
did not pass. 

The by-laws were amended to read that 
the District Secretary-Treasurer “shall 
have two week’s vacation with pay each 
year.” 

It was voted to restore the salary of the 
District Secretary to $175.00. 

Also passed was a resolution requiring 
that all applicants for ordination pass a 
written examination on doctrine, minister- 
ial relationship, Council principles, and 


other essential subjects. The examination | 
is to be drawn up and conducted by an | 
examining committee of three appointed 
by the credentials committee. The date 
and place for the examination, and its- 
subject matter is to be announced on or |) 
before the time of the mid-winter con- | 
vention. 

An offering amounting to $186.46 was 
taken and given to Brother R. E. Ray 
who labored throughout the year on the 
construction of the new building, which 
provides a comfortable place for the Dis- 
trict Council meetings and a lovely church 
for the St. Helena assembly. 


New rules to govern the benefits of new 
members in the Minister’s Benevolent 
fund were adopted. (See next page). 

A resolution was passed requiring that 
one of the two references submitted by 
an applicant for license be from the ap- 
plicant’s own sub-district. 

Upon the passing of a resolution that 
it be done, a message was wired the Presi- 
dent of the United States, the contents 
of which message appears elsewhere in 
the paper. 

A motion was carried that the Gen- 
eral Presbyters be elected outside of the

Breaking again and again into the te- 
counting of God’s mercies in leading, 
delivering, saving, and preserving His 
people, the Psalmist cries, “Oh that men 
would praise the Lord for His goodness, 
and for His wonderful works to the chil- 
dren of men.”

hearted religion. It may be partially true 
that men love to be fooled, but in the 
field of religious expression, reality por- 
trayed with earnestness is the supreme 
virtue.

Dagon shall break his hands and his head 
upon the threshold at thy coming down 
to inhabit my praises. The great goddess, 
Diana, shall be despised and her mag- 
nificence shall be destroyed by the wit- 
ness of my testimony. My heart shall 
praise, my lips shall sing of Him who 
“spoiled principalities and powers and 
made a show of them openly, triumphing 
over them in His cross.” 


Do you know, there is a great need 
for this open proclamation of His Lord- 
ship? The elements that cause thousands 
of our youth to accept the challenge of the 
nation in this time of crisis will cause 
numbers to accept the challenge of Christ, 
too, if we, His ambassadors, present the 
challenge properly. Christ and His cause 
is never going to fail. The gates of hell 
cannot prevail against Him and His 
church. No power can snatch the victory 
from Him. Greater is He that is in us than 


he that is in the world. This is the Chris- 


tian’s assurance. 


Perhaps it was this firm conviction that 
comforted and strengthened Paul. Writ- 
ing from the confines of a Roman prison,

DEAR BOYS AND GIRLS 

Greetings in the Name of our Saviour, 
Jesus Christ. 

As I am writing this I must cote

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Alsnaham WMeeta ‘Molchizedec 


by T. J. Jones, Dean of Glad Tidings Bible Institute 
(Bible Study given at the St. Helena camp meeting, June, 1942.) 


Abraham’s history is written for our 
learning; a dozen chapters of Genesis are 
taken up with this patriarch. He is the 
father of the believing in all ages; and 
he represents the household of faith, and 
illustrates God’s dealings with the peo- 
ple of God today. 


Abraham Met by Two Kings 


By a daring act of faith and bravery 
Abraham, with 318 servants, attacked 
the powerful kings who had completely 
overwhelmed the cities of the plain, and 
delivered the captive Lot from their hands. 
Now he is returning victoriously, but 
dangers abound and God graciously pre- 
pares his trusting servant. 

The Sudden Appearance of Melchizedec 

I believe Melchizedec came first in point 
of time, to Abram, and thus prepared 
Abram to refuse the blandishments of 
Sodom’s king. 

Melchizedec is the first personal type 
of Christ in the Bible. All is full of typi- 
cal teaching. His name “Melchizedec” is 
King of Righteousness. His city, Salem, 
is “peace.” Righteousness and peace are 
to figure prominently in the coming reign 
of Christ. 

He is king and priest, a combination 
unknown in Israel. Here is one made like 
unto the Son of God. His genealogy was 
purposely omitted by the Spirit of God to 
set forth the eternal character of this 
priest. Shrouded in eternity, His goings 
forth are of old. Melchizedec types Jesus 
our blessed Priest. 


The Purpose of Melchizedec’s Appearing 
To Abraham 


To succor tempted Abraham who might 
be in danger of being drawn from the 
pilgrim path, to settle in Sodom, and for- 
get the eternal city which hath founda- 
tions. 

Melchizedec gave bread and wine to 
the pilgrim. This sets forth the “tasting 
of the good Word of God, and the powers 
of the age to come.” We need to drink 
of the Spirit. It is this that will fortify 
our hearts, strengthen us, and keep us 
true. 


He also blessed Abraham. This showed 
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him to be superior in dignity to Abraham, 
great though the patriarch was himself. 
He Revealed a New Name of God. 
Much is hidden in the names of God 
in Scripture. For the first time this name 
occurs, the Most High God, EL ELYON. 
It means God is the highest of all, pos- 
sessor of heaven and earth. Look how it 
is used in Dan. 4:31-35. The first king 
of “the Times of the Gentiles” must lose 
his reason till he learned that the Most 
High ruled in the kingdoms of men. In 
every passage where this name of God 
occurs it shows that God will carry out 
His purpose even through men that are 
strangers to Him and His ways. Let us 
bow to His authority and lordship. He 
possesses heaven and earth, and that de- 
spite what present-day rulers think or say. 
The Lord bring us into the secret of the 
Most High! (Psa. 91:1). What a name 
to reveal to a poor pilgrim. The Most 
High is possessor of heaven and earth. 


Notice the Twofold Effect That the Meeting 
Of Melchizedec Had Upon Abraham 


First, Abraham paid tithes to him. Why 
should it be thought legal for believers to 
pay tithes now? This was centuries before 
the law; and if Jesus is our Melchizedec, 
and we believers are on our way to the 


Eternal City, the least we can do is to 


acknowledge our indebtedness to Him by 
giving Him a tithe of our substance. 
Secondly, the meeting with Melchizedec 
caused Abraham to refuse Sodom’s wealth. 
The king of Sodom types the rulers of this 
age, defiled, wicked, and wily. He came 
to entice Abraham, the Hebrew, as he had 
done Lot. He wanted to enrich Abraham 
with goods that were soon to perish in 
the flames. But, blessed be God, Abraham 
is strengthened in his character as a real 
Hebrew, refreshed by Melchizedec to re- 
fuse Sodom’s polluted things. 
Abraham is designated “the Hebrew” 
in Gen. 14:13. The word “Hebrew” means 
“the crosser,’ the man from the other 
side, who had crossed the Euphrates at 
God’s call. He had “come out” of the 
old things, and was a real pilgrim. 
Abraham refused all. “I lift up my 
hands to El Elyon that I will not take even 


a shoestring.” May God keep us on the 
pilgrim pathway today. May our hands 
be lifted up in consecration to refuse 
things that would cause us to forget our 
calling. Melchizedic still moves about 
to succour His tempted people today. 


Lot went back to Sodom and its doom. 
Abraham went on with God to reach 
Mt. Moriah.

mouth, and shall destroy with the bright- 
ness of His coming.” 


3. The Character of his acts. “Even him 
whose coming is after the working of Sa- 
tan with all power and signs and lying 
wonders, and with all deceivableness of 
unrighteousness in them that perish; be- 
cause they received not the love of the 
truth that they might be saved. And for 
this cause God shall send them strong 
delusion, that they should believe a lie, 
that they all might be damned who be- 
lieved not the truth, but had pleasure 
in unrighteousness.” 


It seems quite evident, as Dr. Bullinger 
believes, that “the man of sin, the son of 
perdition,” and the lawless one, or “that 
wicked,” are not the same person. The 
first is the Antichrist, the second, the false 
Prophet. So some of us are going to have 
to revise some of the statements we have 
been making. The Antichrist will not 
perform miracles. The miracles will be 
performed by the False Prophet. The Anti- 
christ will be indwelt by Satan, the False 
Prophet will be authorized and energized 
by him. Paul, we see, had a revelation of 
the two beasts John later saw in his vision. 
The passage considered above should be 
studied carefully in connection with Reve- 
lation 13. 


I call attention to seven facts that are 
here set forth concerning the False Pro- 


phet: ° 
1. He had two horns like a lamb. The 


numeral two speaks of testimony. The 
False Prophet will testify, but his testi- 
mony will be false testimony. He will ap- 
pear lamblike, or harmless. A lambis meek. 
The False Prophet will assume a pious 
role; he will doubtless give utterance to 
numerous platitudes that will appear to 
harmonize perfectly with the Scriptures 
of truth. This has ever been the manner 
of men who have been emissaries of the 
enemy, and in order to deceive men have 
appeared as angels of light. Jesus said, 
“Beware of false prophets, which come 
to you in sheep’s clothing, but inwardly 
they are ravening wolves.” (Matt. 7:15). 
Lambs do not have horns, but the False 
Prophet is here represented as having “two 
horns like a lamb.” John saw him in the 
vision in the form of a lamb, but he had 
two horns. Horns in Scripture symbolism 
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represent power. The False Prophet will 
have power. 

2. He spake as a dragon. The devil is 
represented as the dragon, and the mean- 
ing here is that, while the False Prophet 
will assume a lamblike role, he will in reali- 
ty be as the devil in disguise; he will speak 
as a dragon. 

3. He exercised all the power of the 
first beast before him, or the Antichrist. 
He will be so completely energized by 
Satan who will work in such perfect har- 
mony with the beast with whom he will be 
closely associated, that he will be entrusted 
with the full power of the “man of sin.” 

4. He will cause the earth-dwellers to 
worship the Antichrist. We read here that 
he “causeth the earth and them which 
dwell therein to worship the first beast, 
whose deadly wound was healed.” Emper- 
ots were deified, actually worshiped by 
the people, in the days of ancient Rome, 
and so great will be the popularity of the 
Antichrist at the time of the end that 
there will be little difficulty in persuading 
the people to render unto him divine hom- 
age. The False Prophet will not only give 
the command that the Antichrist be wor- 
shiped: he will have the power to enforce 
his orders, and the penalty of refusing to 
obey will be death. 

5. He will perform miracles by means 
of which he will deceive the earth-dwellers. 
Mark the thirteenth and fourteenth ver- 
ses ““ And he doeth great wonders, so that 
he maketh fire come down from heaven 
on the earth in the sight of men, and de- 
ceiveth them that dwell on the earth by 
the means of those miracles that he had the 
power to do in the sight of the beast; 
saying to them that dwell on the earth, 
that they should make an image to the 
beast, which had the wound by a sword, 
and did live.” Here is information as to 
the manner in which Antichrist will be 
assassinated. Here we are told by what 
means the people will be deceived. Peo- 
ple have ever been astonished by “signs 
and wonders.” We can see that miracles 
in themselves are no evidence of piety, 
and apart from righteousness, are no evi- 
dence of God. Most marvelous miracles 
will be performed by the False Prophet at 
the time of the end; and since it has been 
foretold that he will perform these mira- 
cles, the miracles, when performed, will 
be evidence to those who know the Word 
of God that he who performs them is 
the False Prophet and that his superior 


whom he will be requiring the people to 
worship is the Antichrist. 


6. He will give life to the image of the 
beast and will cause the image to speak 
and give orders that all who refuse to wor- 
ship it shall be put to death. “And he 
had power to give life unto the image of 
the beast, that the image of the beast 
should both speak, and cause that as many 
as would not worship the image of the 
beast should be killed.” He will get his 
power to give life unto the image from 
“the dragon” who will receive the power 
to impart it from God. The only power 
Satan has is the power God gives him; 
the only power he can exercise is the power 
God permits him to exercise. This is forci- 
bly illustrated in the case of Job. (Job 
1:6-12; 2:1-7) 


7. He will require that all receive a 
mark in their right hands or in their fore- 
heads, and none will be permitted to buy 
or sell except those who are thus marked. 
“He causeth all, both small and great, 
rich and poor, to receive a mark in their 
right hand, or in their foreheads; and 
that no man might buy or sell, save he that 
had the mark, or the name of the beast, 
or the number of his name.” There has 
been much speculation as to what the 
mark will be. It is impossible for us to 
know, but that the earth-dwellers will be 
required to be thus marked in order that 
they may sell their produce, or purchase 
their supplies in the open market, we are 
here assured; and to receive the mark 
will subject the one who receives it to 
the terrible plagues of the great tribula- 
tion, and finally to eternal damnation. “If 
any man worship the beast and his image, 
and receive his mark in his forehead, or 
in his hand, the same shall drink of the 
wine of the wrath of God, which is poured 
out without mixture into the cup of His 
indignation; and he shall be tormented 
with fire and brimstone in the presence 
of the holy angels, and in the presence 
of the Lamb: and the smoke of their 
torment ascendeth up forever and ever: 
and they have no rest day nor night, who 
worship the beast and his image, and who- 


soever receiveth the mark of his name. 
(14:9-11) 


The theme of the next study in this 
series will be “The Number of the Beast.” 
Verse 18 of this chapter is so important 
that it seems fitting that a whole study 
be devoted to it.

sage. He nullifies the influence which he 
might otherwise have over the lives of 
those to whom he ministers. 


The work of the minister is the greatest 
work in the world. It is the highest calling 
possible among mankind. It is the minis- 
ter’s task to bring together the sinner 
and the Saviour. It is a lifelong calling 
to edify that body, the church, which Paul 
describes as the very temple of God, “an 
habitation of God through the Spirit.” 
The man who is spiritually feeble will 
beget feeble children. The worldly preach- 
er will have a worldly church. It is a truism 
that, generally speaking, the church is 
largely a reflection of its ministry. The 
need of the church today is God-filled 
men empowered by the Holy Spirit, “sun- 
crowned men who live above the fog,” 
who will not stoop to that which is small 
or unworthy of the name which they bear 
as ministers of the Lord Jesus Christ. 


God grant that these who are about to 
be ordained, and these licentiates and ex- 
horters may be preachers of righteousness, 
and men after God’s own heart in private 
life and in public service. 


“Thou therefore, my son, be strong in 
the grace that is in Christ Jesus, And the 
things that thou hast heard of me among 
many witnesses, the same commit thou 
to faithful men, who shall be able to 
teach others also. Thou therefore endure 
hardness as a good soldier of Jesus Christ. 
No man that warreth entangleth himself 
with the affairs of this life; that he may 
please him who hath chosen him to be 
a soldier.” (2 Tim. 2:1-4.)

he tells his friends how his bonds had 
“fallen out unto the furtherance of the 
gospel so that his bonds for Christ (his 
testimony) were manifest in all the pal- 
ace and in all other places.” The pris- 
oner of the Lord became Christ’s ambassa- 
dor in Caesar’s court. Such was the re- 
sult of the consistent outflow of normal 
Christian living. 

Ah, perhaps that is the greatest secret 
of successful Christian living—being so 
possessed of God and so responsive that 
the life, as an obstructed flow, gives cease- 
less testimony of a living source. How 
wonderful to live so that the influence 
of our lives, like Peter’s shadow, uncon- 
sciously falls with healing touch on those 
nearby. Moffatt’s translation has Paul 
writing to the Corinthians, “Wherever 
I go, thank God, He makes my life a 
constant pageant of triumph in Christ 
diffusing the perfume of His knowledge 
everywhere by me. I live for God as the 
fragrance of Christ breathed alike on 
those who are being saved and on those 
who are perishing. To one, a deadly fra- 
grance that makes for death; to the other, 
a vital fragrance that makes for life.” 

Sensing the reality of this life in Christ, 
let us not confine our praises to the house 
of the Lord. Like Paul and David, let us 
praise Him before the gods of this old 
world. Let us keep filled with the Holy 
Spirit so that every circumstance will be 
an occasion to bless God from a full heart.

“Flee youthful lusts.” (II. Tim. 2:22). 
The Apostle Paul in writing to his “son 
in the faith” intimated that many tempta- 
tions would beset his path as a young 
minister of the Gospel, and in order that 
he might be a complete overcomer and 
a successful, honourable vessel of the Lord, 
“meet for the Master’s use,” he must “flee” 
these temptations, and rather ‘follow 
tighteousness, faith, charity and peace.” 


There are many temptations which pre- 
sent themselves to youth which if yielded 
to will bring about certain backsliding. 
Run away from them as you would flee 
a poisonous serpent coiled to strike. Re- 
fuse to let your mind dwell upon sub- 
versive thoughts, drive them from you. 
Remember, “lust when it is conceived 
bringeth forth sin; sin when it is fin- 


ished, bringeth forth death.” 


Vacillating, ever-changing youth is of- 
ten filled with pent-up emotions with which 
he cannot cope. “What,” says he, “Can 
I do when these feelings overtake me— 
when the desire to satisfy the craving for 
adventure, a thrill, anything, overcomes 
me?” Ah, dear friend, this is the time to 
get alone with God. Perhaps sometimes a 
chat with one who is more established in 
the things of the Lord than yourself will 
help, but often times companionship with 
others will only frustrate the emotions 
within. A walk in the open air, close to 
the God of Nature, communion with Him 
near a babbling brook, or even on a 
crowded city street (a part of the seeth- 
ing stream of humanity, but definitely 
not of it), will often quell the storm with- 
in, and bring blessed peace of mind and 
soul, 


Young people daily contact the ad- 
versaries of God and the Bible. Unbelief 
stalks in their pathway—doubt of the 
very existence of God, doubt of the reality 
of religion, and doubt of the supernatural 
manifestations of the power of God in 
their own lives. When these doubts assail 
you, flee to the blessed Word of God. 
Believe it as you read it. “Faith cometh 
by hearing, and hearing by the Word of 
God.” 
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Many young people testify to having 
been delivered from the world, and the 
things of the world, which indeed they 
have been, but how often they will toy 
with temptation. They do not attend the 
movies, but they will read the billboards, 
they will literally devour movie magazines, 
and read movie advertisements in the news- 
papers. They have been saved from the 
dance floor, but they will frequent dance 
halls, and watch others as they dance. 
They will listen for hours to “swing mu- 
sic’ over the radio. How can this but 
help engender the desires and lusts for 
the old pleasures? The Apostle says, “Flee 
these youthful lusts’—banish them from 
your mind—spend your energy in the serv- 
ice of the Lord, and make a musical instru- 
ment or good, character-building books 
your companions. 


Joseph was indeed the perfect type of 
Christ. He was a young man with virility, 
personality, and charm—a man “well- 
favoured”—but he fled from temptation., 
He was subjected to the severest tempta- 
tions and tests, but he stood true to God 
and himself, and became one of the world’s 
greatest deliverers. David, although he was 
a man “after God’s own heart,” suc- 
cumbed to temptation and paid dearly 
for his sin. He sought God in repentance, 
but the scars remained. The succeeding 
years of his reign were filled with wars 
and distress, and he was not permitted to 
see the fruition of his dream—the build- 
ing of the Temple of God. Remember, 
God forgives and restores, but the world 
never forgets the digression from the path 
of Righteousness of one of the servants 
of the Lord, be that misstep ever so slig!it. 


Each of us has a “besetting sin.” How 
we need to fortify that weak point in our 
lives, and never let the enemy penetrate 
our walls of defense. I am reminded of 
an incident in the life of Madame Guyon. 
She was an exceedingly beautiful and ia- 
telligent young woman. Kings, statesmen, 
and poets sought her out and “worshipped” 
at her shrine. In her heart was an over- 
whelming passion to serve the Lord and be 
a blessing to thousands of needy souls 


about her. But she was remorsefully aware 
that her beauty, her personality and at- 


tractiveness were a hindrance to her service _ 
to the God she loved. While in her twen- _ 


ties she was stricken with a virile case_ 


of smallpox. When she began to recover 
she called for a mirror, but the nurse, 


beholding the marks and scars that were _ 
permanently left as a result of the hor- 


rible disease, refused to grant her request. 
However, Madame Guyon was insistent, 
and when she finally gazed upon her once 


beautiful face—now marred and pitiably — 


scarred, she lifted her hand to Heaven 


and said, “I thank thee, Lord, that the — 


last hindrance to a life of consecration 
and unstinted service to Thee and hu- 
manity is gone. Let the remainder of my 


life be one of complete and unconditional — 
sacrifice to Thee, and Thee alone. Amen.” 


Thus it was that Madame Guyon became 
truly a saint of saints.

Would you be a vessel unto hon- 
our, revealing unto a dying, sinful world, 
the Christ in His beauty, compassion and 
love? “Flee youthful lusts, and follow 
righteousness and peace.”
